Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that the cited 
prior art of record-Gilbert et al (US 5,297, 144)-do not decode form the wirelessly received multi-poll scheduling frame, a schedule for 
wireless communications with another device. However the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Gilbert et al teach reserving time-slots and 
sequentially assigning the time slots for the remote stations, wherein the time slot are when any remote station having a data message to 
transmit may request access and reserver channel portions for their data messages (Abstract, coL3 line 30-col.4 line 32, col. 7 lines 35- 
62 and col. 8 line 29-col.9 line 15). Furthermore, Gilbert et al disclose implicit poling-wherein each timing cycle on the channel is divided 
into a number of time slots, and a particular time slot within each cycle is specially reserved for a particular remote station (col. 2 lines 
42-67). Therefore Applicant's arguments are non-persuasive. 
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
